Attorney general had deep 
role in firings, Sampson says 


WASHINGTON | Contrary to his public state- 
ments, Attorney General Alberto Gonzales was 
deeply involved in the firing of eight federal 
prosecutors, his former top aide said Thursday, 
adding that the final decision on who was to 
be dismissed was made by Gonzales and 
President Bush’s former counsel. 

“T don’t think the attorney general's state- 
ment that he was not involved in any discus- 
sions of U.S. attorney removals was accu- 
rate,” Kyle Sampson, who quit this month 
as Gonzales’ chief of staff, told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. “The decision makers 
in this case were the attorney general and the 
counsel to the president,” he said. 

Sampson’s testimony and thousands of 
e-mails released over the past two weeks point 
toamuch deeper involvement by Gonzales and 
then-White House counsel Harriet Miers in 
discussions taking place over several months 
about which U.S. attorneys to fire. 

Sampson said the fired prosecutors were 
found to be insufficiently committed to the 
president’s law enforcement priorities. His 
appearance was the latest act in a political 
drama that has shaken the Bush administra- 
tion and imperiled Gonzales’ tenure. (ap)

On Iraq Bill 


Legislation requiring 
withdrawal of troops 
passes on party lines 


WASHINGTON | A defiant, Democrat- 
ic-controlled Senate approved legis- 
lation Thursday calling for the with- 
drawal of U.S. combat troops from 
Iraq within a year, propelling Con- 
gress closer to a wartime veto con- 
frontation with President Bush. 

“With pas- 
sage of this bill, 
the Senate sends 
aclear message to 
the president that 
we must take the 
war in Iraq ina 
new direction. 
Setting a goal for 
getting most of our troops out of Iraq 
is not — not, not — cutting and run- 
ning,” said Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D- 
WvVa.., shortly before the vote. 

The 51-477 vote was largely along 
party lines and fell far short of the 
two-thirds margin needed to over- 
turn a presidential veto. 

Senate Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky rebutted 
quickly. “Nothing good can come 
from this bill,” he said. “It’s loaded 
with pork that has no relation to our 
efforts in Iraq and Afghanistan, and 
it includes a deadline for evacuation 
that amounts to sending a ‘Save the 
Date’ card to al-Qaeda.” 


Storm system kills 
at least 4 people in 3 
states, destroys homes 


HOLLY, COLO. | A massive spring 
storm spawned dozens of tornadoes 
from the Rocky Mountains to the 
central Plains, killing at least four 
people in three states, including a 
woman who was flung into a tree 
by a twister between 400 to 800 
meters wide. 

Sixty-five tornadoes were 
reported late Wednesday in Okla- 
homa, Texas, Kansas, Colorado and 
Nebraska, the National Weather 
Service said. By early Thursday, 
the storm system stretched from 
South Dakota to Texas. 

Rosemary Rosales, 28, was 
found critically injured in a tree 
after the huge tornado destroyed 
several homes and damaged dozens 
of others in Holly, a town of 1,000 
people about 235 miles southeast of 
Denver near the Kansas line. 

In Oklahoma, a twister killed 
a couple as it blew their home to

pieces. In Texas, a man was found 
dead in the tangled debris of his 
trailer. He had been thrown 15 feet 
from the trailer, which was rolled 
by wind. 

At least seven other people were 


hurt when the tornado skipped for a 
mile and a half through Holly and 
surrounding areas. 

As residents sifted through 
their scattered belongings, the 
streets were littered with utility 
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poles, power lines, tree limbs and 
debris. One woman whose house 
was destroyed wept as she searched 
for a wedding ring. 

At least 11 tornadoes were report- 
ed throughout western Nebraska, 
destroying or damaging three 
homes and at least 10 miles of power 
lines. Two twisters touched down 
in far northwest Kansas, severely 
damaging three homes, authori- 
ties said. 

Tornadoes in the Texas Pan- 
handle uprooted trees, overturned 
trucks and injured at least three 
people. The region also got tennis 
ball-sized hail. 

Just three months ago, back-to- 
back blizzards and subzero tempera- 
tures killed more than 10,000 live- 
stock on farms across southeastern 
Colorado. 

The same storm system dumped 
snow on Wyoming, causing highway 
pileups and closing large portions 
of three interstates. In the Wind 
River Mountains, 58 inches of snow 
had fallen by Thursday morning.

Arab leaders wary of 
dangerous arms race 
in Middle East region 


RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA | Arab lead- 
ers pushed ahead Thursday with 
plans to develop nuclear programs, 
even as they warned of a possible 
Middle East nuclear arms race cre- 
ated by their powerful rivals Israel 
and Iran. 

On the final day of their annual 
summit, Arab League leaders said 
they would hold a high-level meet- 
ing this summer to review plans for 
an Arab nuclear industry. 

Jordan’s King Abdullah II in a 
speech called for the creation of a 
“Peaceful Arab Center for Using 
Nuclear Energy” to help “build 
our societies and modernize the 
realms of science, industry, agri- 
culture and health.” 

The Arab summit was otherwise 
focused on reviving a land-for-peace 
offer to Israel and forging a unit- 
ed stance in the numerous crises 
facing the Middle East. But in a 
final statement, the Arab leaders 
warned of “launching a dangerous 
and destructive nuclear arms race

Suicide bombers hit 
Shiite markets as new 
U.S. envoy takes post 


BAGHDAD | Five suicide bombers 
struck Shiite marketplaces in north- 
east Baghdad and a town north of 
the capital at nightfall Thursday, 
killing at least 122 people in savage 
attacks that marked Ryan Crock- 
er’s first day as the new American 
ambassador — a job he called the 
“most critical foreign policy mis- 
sion” confronting the U.S. 

Nationwide, at least 178 people 
were killed or found dead Thurs- 
day, the start of the seventh week of 
the latest U.S.-Iraqi military drive 
to curtail violence in Baghdad and 
surrounding regions. 

The bombers hit markets in 
the Shiite town of Khalis and the 
Shaab neighborhood in Baghdad 
during the busiest part of the day, 
timing that has become a trade- 
mark of what are believed to be 
Sunni insurgent or al-Qaeda sui- 
cide attackers. 

The market in Khalis, 50 miles 
north of the capital, was especially 
crowded because government flour 
rations reportedly had just arrived 
for the first time in six months. 

At least 43 people were killed 


and 86 wounded by the three sui- 
cide vehicle bombs, including an 
explosives-packed ambulance, 
police said. 

In the north Baghdad bombings, 
two suicide attackers wearing explo- 
sives vests blew themselves up the 
Shalal market in the mostly Shiite 
Shaab neighborhood. At least 79 
people were killed and 81 wounded 
as they jammed the market to buy 
provisions on the eve of the Muslim 
day of rest and prayer. 

The carnage, whether timed for 
his arrival or happenstance, cast an 
ominous shadow over Crocker’s first 
day as ambassador in Baghdad. He 
takes over in the midst of the latest 
U.S.-Iraqi security sweep, for which 
Bush has committed nearly 30,000 
additional troops to dampen what 
had become uncontrollable violence 
in the capital. 

“President Bush’s policy is the 
right one. There has been prog- 
ress; there is also much more to 
be done,” the 57-year-old Arabic- 
speaker said. 

But as the security drive has pro- 
gressed, more and more violence 
has erupted in towns and cities out- 
side the capital as insurgent fight- 
ers have taken their fight to regions 
where U.S. and Iraqi forces are thin- 
ly deployed. steven rR.

Data From 45.7M 
Accounts Stolen 


Retailer TJX reveals 
scope of credit, debit 
card security breach 


BOSTON | Information from at least 
45.7 million credit and debit cards 
was stolen by a hacker or hackers 
who accessed TJX’s customer infor- 
mation in a security breach that the 
discount retailer disclosed more 
than two months ago. 

TJX Cos., the owner of T.J. 
Maxx, Marshall’s and other 
stores, said in a regulatory filing 
late Wednesday that about three- 
quarters of those cards had either 
expired at the time of the theft, or 
data from their magnetic strips had 
been masked — stored as asterisks 


rather than numbers. 

But TJX acknowledged it still 
knows little about the full scope 
of the breach, in part because the 
hacker or hackers accessed TJX’s 
encryption software and could 
have known how to unscramble 
the information. 

In addition, TJX deleted much 
of the transaction data in the nor- 
mal course of business between the 
time of the breach and the time that 
TJX detected it, making it impos- 
sible to know how many total cards 
were affected. 

TJX says its computer systems 
were first breached in July 2005 by 
a hacker or hackers who accessed 
data from customer transactions 
dating to January 2003. (ap)

Festival crowds can 
inflict great harm on 
D.C.s famous foliage 


WASHINGTON | They have been lov- 
ingly groomed for the past three 
months, and next week all eyes will 
be on Washington's treasured cher- 
ry trees in anticipation of the few 
days when they burst into an irre- 
sistible sea of pale blossoms. 

But as the trees perform the 
famous ritual that has drawn visi- 
tors for decades, officials are issuing 
friendly reminders about the harmful 
effects of snapping branches, climb- 
ing limbs and trampling roots. 

“It’s a challenge — they're here 
so people can come and see them,” 
says Glenn Eugster, director of the 
National Park Service’s cherry tree 


replacement fund program. “But the 
challenge is: How do you sustain the 
trees so we can continue to sustain

the festival?” 
The two-week National Cher- 
ry Blossom Festival, which begins 


Saturday, honors the anniversary of 
3,000 cherry trees gifted from Japan 
to the United States in 1912. 

Each year, thousands of visi- 
tors spill offthe paths and onto the 
dirt that houses the trees’ life-giv- 
ing roots, causing damage. Some 
climb the trees, or place their kids 
on the limbs for photos — another 
no-no. And last year, a misdirected 
romantic display — a youngman who 
snapped offa branch of blossoms and 
presented it to his beau — likely had 
the trees’ tenders cringing. 

“We want these trees to be around 
for our kids,” says Diana Mayhew, 
the festival’s executive director. 
“Some people are just not educat- 
ed or informed. It’s not that they're 
being mean, it’s just that some people 
don’t understand how special these 
trees are.”

Emergency 
Programs 
Get Boost 


Funds used to buy 
equipment that was 
needed on Sept. 1 


WASHINGTON | Regional emergency 
officials Thursday unveiled $54 mil- 
lion worth of equipment and pro- 
grams designed to help authorities 
respond better to disasters — includ- 
ing eight mobile air units that would 
have helped firefighters at the Pen- 
tagon on Sept. 11, 2001. 

Firefighters who responded that 
day were slowed by limited equip- 
ment for refilling oxygen tanks, 
said Arlington County Fire Chief 
James Schwartz. 

“We had tanks available, but it 
was such a big fire and there were 
so many firefighters that we had 
trouble keeping up,” Schwartz said 
in a statement. 

The eight new units, which look 
like fire trucks, can each refill up 
to 70 tanks an hour. 

Regional authorities received 
$54 million from the Department 
of Homeland Security's Urban Area 
Security Initiative for new equip- 
ment, training and fire service pro- 
grams. (ap)

A lesson in practical 
joking — just in time 
for April Fools’ Day 


Your calculator is encased in Jell-O, 
your desk has been moved to the 
bathroom and you start receiv- 
ing faxes from yourself ... from 
the future. 

Another Monday morning at 
the office, or, rather, “The Office.” 
The NBC sitcom is a thesis on how 
we use pranks to deliver ourselves 
from the purgatory of dullness and 
discipline. It’s also just one part of 
an entertainment niche founded on 
watching people get pranked. 

That art — and it is an art, as 
you'll see — has never been more 
alive and sophisticated, says the 
self-described King of Dot-Com- 
edy, Sir John Hargrave, who is not, 
in fact, a knight. He changed his 
first name to “Sir” a while back to 
prank Buckingham Palace, which 
he haggled for the requisite knight- 
ly benefits. 

“T would argue that Sacha Baron 
Cohen doing Borat, Stephen Col- 
bert doing his character — those are 
extended performance-art pranks,” 
says Hargrave, creator of the com- 
edy Web site Zug (www.9zug.9com) 
and author of “Prank the Monkey.” 
“It’s very attractive to us in this day 
where were so media-saturated that 
it’s hard to tell fiction from nonfic- 
tion and real media from fake media 
and truth from spin.” 

But pranking seems to be 
the province of Pam ’n’ Jim and 
“Punk’d,” Cohen and Colbert. We 
regular citizens have reputations

to uphold. 

In Washington, in particular, 
the market for pranks bottomed 
out after Watergate, says Ross K. 
Baker, professor of political science 
at Rutgers University and author of 
“House and Senate.” 

“A kind of seriousness has come 
over politicians, and a tremendous 


amount of caution, for fear that a 
prank will somehow be interpreted 
as a dirty trick,” Baker says. “People 
are much more guarded about what 
they say. The consequence leads to 
a much more constrained political 
discussion.” 

Small pranks involving congres- 
sional pages are still legion today,

though, according to Senate his- 
torian Richard Baker. Sometimes 
senators send rookies to look for 
a congressional record player, an 
official bill stretcher or some other 
fictional object, he says. 

Britain's royals, apparently, also 
indulge in pranking. Last month, 
British papers reported that Princes 
William and Harry recorded this 
outgoing phone message for the 
queen: “Hey, wassup! This is Liz. 
Sorry I’m away from the throne. 
For a hotline to Philip, press one. 
For Charles, press two. And for the 
corgis, press three.” 

Simple, harmless, effective. The 
hallmarks of a good prank. 

The original April Fools’ prank 
was the wild-goose chase. 

In the 18th century, the Scottish 
would send a “gowk” (a gullible per- 
son) around town with a note that 
said, “Never laugh, never smile, send 
the gowk another mile,” according to 
Alex Boese, proprietor of the Muse- 
um of Hoaxes Web site (www.9mu 
seumofhoaxes.9com) and author of 
“Hippo Eats Dwarf: A Field Guide to 
Hoaxes and Other B.S.” The recipi- 
ent of the note would come up with 
another errand for the gowk, who'd 
be handed off from house to house 
on a wild-goose chase. 

Pranking has since diversified, of 
course, and though you can debate 
the differences between a hoax, a 
prank and a practical joke, there are 
certain elements to consider when 
preparing any of these. 

You can find a gowk and send 
him offto get an unobtainable item 
(like striped paint or a one-ended 
stick), but Boese offers these practi-

cal jokes as simple ways to fill your 
prank quota today: 

Use a rubber band to depress the 
handle ofa kitchen sink’s extra noz- 
zle (you know, that detachable spray 
thing) so that it spritzes anyone who 
turns on the water. 

Dip cotton balls in chocolate and 
arrange them on a platter to look 
like truffles. Place them in a central 
location at home or work. Adver- 
tise the availability of the “treats.” 
Delight in the reactions. 

Cover an area with Post-It notes 
(an old standby). It can be anything, 
really — a door, a cubicle area or 
a bathtub. But a whole car is the 
ideal. 

“If somebody isn’t getting 
annoyed, it’s not really success- 
ful,” says Boese, who believes we 
prank to vent some repressed hostil- 
ity. “It has to be slightly obnoxious.”

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‘Blades of Glory’ has 
laughs, but feels like 
an overlong ‘SNL skit 


FILM | He’s done NASCAR racing 
and soccer. Now Will Ferrell is on 
to figure skating, with “Blades of 
Glory” offering a few prime gags 
but a flimsy premise that loses its 
novelty quickly. 

The idea sounds like a great “Sat- 
urday Night Live” sketch: Ferrell’s 
an arrogant rebel of a men’s champ, 
Jon Heder’s his fastidious rival and 
the two end up teaming as the first 
men’s pair after they're barred for 
life from solo competition. 

And there’s about enough funny 
material for a great little “Saturday 
Night Live” sketch. The trouble is, 
there’s an extra 80 minutes or so of 
downtime in which Ferrell, Heder 
and their co-stars are pretty much 
repeating their characters’ shallow 
schtick again and again. 

Ferrell plays Chazz Michael 
Michaels, a sex addict on ice, whose 
saucy, exhibitionist routines shake 
up the skating world and prompt 
screaming female fans to hurl their 
panties in lieu of flowers. 

Heder, the star of “Napoleon 
Dynamite,” is Jimmy MacElroy, 
an orphaned prodigy raised by his 
adoptive father (William Fichtner)

to become the epitome of skating 
skill and grace, even though he’s 
done up like a peacock, complete 


with a feathery costume, for his ice 


routine that opens the movie. 


“Blades of Glory” at least glides 


into the action briskly, establishing 
that Chazz and Jimmy are to-the- 
death adversaries. Their animosity 
erupts in fisticuffs that gets them 
both banned from the sport. 

After discovering a loophole, they 
re-enter the skating world three 
years later as a men’s team, to the 
consternation of reigning brother- 
sister champs Stranz and Fairchild 
Van Waldenberg (Will Arnett and 
Amy Poehler), who dispatch their 
meek sister, Katie Jenna Fischer), 
to spy on Chazz and Jimmy and sab- 
otage their prospects. 

Rather than milking Chazz and 
Jimmy’s growing pains as partners 
for more laughs, the filmmakers 
oddly have the two sworn enemies 
adjust to their pairing without 
much friction. 

They're put through their paces 
by Jimmy’s former trainer, Coach 
(Craig T. Nelson). There is one price- 
less sequence involving archival 
footage of a dangerous move Coach 
wants to incorporate in Chazz and 
Jimmy’s routine. We're talking a 
belly laugh of a sight gag that is 
almost worth the price of admis- 
sion alone. And the movie draws a 
few decent laughs from strutting 
Chazz and effeminate Jimmy’s 
queasiness over their proximity to 
another man’s anatomy. 

Ferrell showed unexpected range 
and subtlety in last fall’s “Stranger 
Than Fiction,” but he’s back to shal- 
low outrageousness here, and that 
mode, as usual, carries him a long 
way simply because his over-the-

‘The Lookout’ is a 
smart, subtle and 
suspenseful drama 


FILM | “The Lookout” may look like 
another bank heist caper, but it’s 
actually a beautifully drawn char- 
acter drama, and the rare film that 
balances subtlety with suspense. 
Then again, that shouldn't seem 
too surprising coming from long- 
time screenwriter Scott Frank, an 
Oscar nominee for Steven Soder- 
bergh’s “Out of Sight” who also 
wrote the scripts for “Get Shorty” 
and “Minority Report,” among many 
others. “The Lookout” also marks 
Frank’s debut as a director, and he 
shows a keen instinct for creating a 
taut mood and eliciting strong per- 
formances from his talented actors, 


especially Joseph Gordon-Levitt. 

Formerly the youngest cast mem- 
ber of the TV comedy series “3rd 
Rock From the Sun,” Gordon-Lev- 
itt is developing into an intriguing 
performer of unexpected depth. 
There’s an irresistible confidence 
about him; he makes even the most 
complex roles look effortless. 

Gordon-Levitt stars as Chris 
Pratt, a once-promising high school 
athlete who suffers a head injury ina 
car crash that leaves him with short- 
term memory loss. Frank sucks us 
in early with his pacing as he intro- 
duces us to Chris’ life, which consists 
of a daily routine he must remind 
himself to run through. 

As part of his rehab, Chris has 
been paired with a blind man, with 
whom he shares a spare downtown 
apartment. This idea alone could

have been painfully feel-good, but 
as played by a randy Jeff Daniels, it’s 
a source of dark comic relief. 

Several years after his accident, 
Chris makes some dangerous new 
friends at a bar who eventually 
ask him to help them rob the bank 
where he works as a night janitor 
— to serve as the lookout. Gary 
(Matthew Goode) buddies up to 
him and treats him like one of the 
guys, something Chris hasn’t expe- 
rienced in along time. Meanwhile, a 
stripper with a heart of gold named 
Luvlee (Isla Fisher) kills him with 
kindness, making him feel like the 
big man on campus he once was. 

One thing that’s so great about 
Frank’s script is the nuance with 
which he depicts Chris’ relation- 
ship with his new friends. They're 
probably bad people, but they’re 
also a hell of a lot of fun to hang 
around, which is seductive and 
exciting for him and for us. They 
make him happy — and we grow 
to like Chris so much, we want to 
see him happy. 

Trying to figure out whether they 
care about him at all, or are just 
using him, is one of the film’s great 
joys.

AVENUE MONTAIGNE (R, 100 minutes) 
This delicately charming fable set in 
Paris offers the kind of experience we 
secretly crave when we visit any great city: 
meaningful encounters with its people. At 
the center is Jessica (an impishly radiant 
Cécile De France), asweethearted gamin 
from the provinces who has just arrived 
in the capital. To this country girl, Paris 
is the city of luxury, a picture-postcard 
world of hotels, expensive restaurants 
and fine living.

BLOOD DIAMOND (R, 125 minutes) 
Pounding action, pulse-quickening 
adventure and of-the-moment politics 
animate this mostly greatthriller starring 
Leonardo DiCaprio. He plays a smuggler 
named Danny Archer who finds himself 
amercenary middleman between rebels 
in Sierra Leone and European diamond 
merchants.

BREACH (PG-13, 110 minutes) This film 
examines in microscopic detail the end- 
game ofthe manhunt for FBI mole Robert 
Hanssen, who pleaded guilty in 2001 to 
spying for Russia. The acting is superb, 
particularly from the three principals:

THE HILLS HAVE EYES 2 (R, 89 minutes) 
This is strictly acash-in quickie that fol- 
lows up the unusually vivid and compel- 
ling original remake (of a much earlier 
film) of a year ago. That 2006 variant, 
directed by French mad genius Alexandre 
Aja, was brisk, inventive, vivid, funny and 
frightening, and madea lot of bucks. This 
one, directed by Martin Weisz, is lazy, 
dull, unbelievable and dreary. Instead of 
afamily at risk, Weisz deploys a National 
Guard squad to the rocky hills and tun- 
nels of ‘Area 16” in the Southwest and 
follows as the inexperienced citizen sol- 
diers are mowed down by guys in bad 
makeup jobs. Actually, it feels more like 
a follow-up to another excellent horror 
film, “The Descent,” in that much of the 
action takes place in tunnels and caves 
with mutants popping out of crevices or 
shadows to eat and drink poor Mary. The 
cast is unknown and uninteresting. It’s 
just lazy and formulaic. (SH) 

THE HOST (Unrated, 119 minutes) This 
Korean film has such a wide range of attri- 
butes— it’s acomedy, it’s a vivid evoca- 
tion of adysfunctional family that comes 
together in crisis, it's awondrous hom- 
age to the courage of children, it’s a bit- 
ing critique of the government—that it’s 
hard to recall that it’s firstand foremosta 
monster movie—an old-fashioned mon- 
ster movie with a heart. (SH) 
HURRICANE ON THE BAYOU (Unrated, 40 
minutes) You'd think it would be impossi- 
ble to makea happy film about Hurricane 
Katrina, butthis Imax film pitched at chil- 
dren gives itatry. The story about life on 
the bayou, the loss of wetlands and the 
impact of that loss on New Orleans when 
Katrina roared in is told through the eyes 
of Amanda Shaw, ateenage fiddle player 
who gives a wide-eyed tour of the musi- 
cal and natural beauty of the Louisiana 
swamplands. There imagry is incredible, 
butthe narrative is built one happy cliche 
at atime. (PHILIP KENNICOTT) 

I THINK | LOVE MY WIFE (R, 94 minutes) 
This movie, which Chris Rock directs 
and stars in, chronicles the misadven- 
tures of the married man who seems to 
have it alland who is tempted to chuck it 
all for something more exciting but must 
ultimately decide which is more impor- 
tant: frolic or family? Rock plays Richard 
Cooper: investmentbanker, suburban dad 
with a beautiful wife, beautiful kid, beau- 
tiful house, completely fulfilled except 
“lam so [bleeping] bored!” as he pro- 
claims in voice-over. His wife, Brenda 
(Gina Torres), is just too tired too often. 


THE SOUND OF ‘SILENCE’ 
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Transcendental 


a documentary about life inside a French 
monastery, is a transcendent, transporting experience — a trance 
movie that casts a major league spell by going deeply into a world 
that exists almost entirely without words. In the hands of filmmak- 
er Philip Groning, it becomes clear that silence is not the absence 
of sound; it’s a physical place, a destination with value and mean- 
ing in a chaotic world, somewhere arrived at with difficulty and 
departed with regret. (Los ANGELES TIMES) 


Still, he’s adreamer, nota hustler, until... 
enter, stage left, on cue, bad girl. She’s 
an old college friend, Nikki Tru (Kerry 
Washington).

THE LAST KING OF SCOTLAND (R, 121 
minutes) This film concerns the flam- 
boyant African despot Idi Amin, said to 
have been responsible for the murder 
of 300,000 of his fellow Ugandans dur- 
ing the 70s. The movie uses a fictional 
device to get up close and personal, but 
Amin, representing a human extreme, is 
so much more interesting than his wit- 
ness, ayoung Scottish doctor. (SH) 
THE LAST MIMZY (PG, 90 minutes) This 
movie is aboutthe escalating adventures 
of two Seattle children who discover a 
mysterious black cube that proves to 
be a Pandora’s box of scary dimension. 
Unfortunately, it triggers more intrigu- 
ing ideas than it has the storytelling acu- 
men to consolidate. When Noah Wilder 
(Chris O'Neil) and younger sister Emma 
(Rhiannon Leigh Wryn) open the box, out 
come various objects, including a shell 
encrusted with something crystalline, a 
square piece of glass with strange sym- 
bols and a stuffed bunny Emma imme- 
diately identifies as Mimzy. The objects 
afford both children extraordinary pow- 
ers. Based onLewis Padgett’s short story, 


it references a confusing array of New 
Ageand science-fiction ideas; it’s hard 
to get a bead on what we're watching. 
The best element is a subplot involv- 
ing Noah’s spiritually obsessed teach- 
er (Rainn Wilson) and his wacky girlfriend 
(Kathryn Hahn), whose bumbling eccen- 
tricities give the movie an emotional live- 
liness it otherwise lacks. (DT) 
THE LIVES OF OTHERS (R, 137 minutes) 
This German movie begins in 1984, when 
the secret police, or Stasi, routinely 
bugged, tailed and intimidated its citi- 
zens. Plotted as tautly as a cop procedural 
but playing more like a modern allegory, 
this film personalizes its Orwellian world 
through the eyes of Gerd Wiesler (Ulrich 
Muehe), afrosty Stasi officer. To watch 
this film is not just to enjoy a fabulously 
constructed timepiece; it’s to appreci- 
ate a deft cautionary tale. (DT) 
MAXED OUT (Unrated, 97 minutes) Here’s 
the man-bites-dog story of this week in 
movies: ariveting, amusing, enlightening 
and emotionally affecting movie by a guy 
you're never heard of, about — wait for it 
—theconsumer debt crisis. As unlikely 
as it sounds that someone has made a 
taut and entertaining film about credit, 
that’s precisely what James D. Scurlock 
has done, delivering a punchy, well-rea- 
soned account of America’s huge prob- 
lem with nationaland consumer debt, how 
we got there and whatthe stakes are.

Like the best-selling novel it’s based on, 
this movie chronicles two generations 
of an immigrant family with compelling 
flow. Indian director Mira Nair and screen- 
writing partner Sooni Taraporevalado an 
exemplary job of telescoping the book’s 
extensive narrative into atwo-hour expe- 
rience. Although we miss some of the 
finer details that made Jhumpa Lahiri’s 
book so meaningful, we’re moved by the 
movie’s themes of cultural displacement 
and the power of chance. (pT) 

NORBIT (PG-13, 102 minutes) This movie, 
which follows the misery of the title char- 
acter (Eddie Murphy), anerd who’s caught 
between his abusive, extremely rotund 
wife, Rasputia (Murphy in big mode), 
and his beloved childhood sweetheart, 
Kate (Thandie Newton), does have its 
moments, most of them slapstick. But 
this movie isn’t one of Murphy’s best, a 
poor cousin to his other family comedies, 
and as Rasputia, whose catchphraseis 
a brassy “how you doin’?,” he’s surpris- 
ingly unfunny. (DT) 

PAN’S LABYRINTH (R, 112 minutes) It’s 
1944, the fascists have just won Spain's 
civil war and a girl named Ofelia (Ivana 
Baquero) is traveling with her moth- 
er, Carmen (Ariadna Gil), to live with 
her new stepfather, a Nationalist army 
captain named Vidal (Sergi Lopez). 
When Ofelia arrives at her new home, 
it becomes clear she matters little to 
Vidal. Ofelia increasingly takes refuge 
inarichly imagined fantasy life, one that 
eventually leads her to afaun living inthe 
titular labyrinth on the house’s proper- 
ty. With this film, director Guillermo del 
Toro seems to have created his mani- 
festo, a tour de force of cautionary zeal, 
humanism and magic. (AH) 
PEACEFUL WARRIOR (PG-13, 120minutes) 
Scott Mechlowicz plays Dan Millman, a 
Berkeley gymnast who, though having 
it all, is wracked by fear, guilt and emp- 


tiness. One night, he jogs by a gas sta- 
tion, whose gruff owner is played by Nick 
Nolte. Dan chats the older fellow up and 
finds hima unique repository ofthe kind of 
wisdom a high school sophomore would 
find impressive. Well, you can see where 
this is going. Socrates, of course, stands 


forthe principle of self-abnegation, ofthe 
wise suggestion to concentrate on the 
journey itself, not the goal. All this stuff 
is probably right. It’s just that the direc- 
tor, Victor Salva, underscores his points 
with thunderous obviousness and manip- 
ulates us through ham-handed plot gam- 


bits: the big accident, the recovery, the 
anger, the secret recovery, the triumph 
at “the finals.” Aghhhhhhh. (sx) 

PREMONITION (PG-13, 96 minutes) 
Sandra Bullock plays Linda Hanson, 
whose perfect life is suddenly thrown 
out of whack when she’s told her hus-

band has died in a car crash — only to 
have him reappear the next day. Linda 
then embarks on the most scrambled 
week ever, as Monday and Thursday and 
Tuesday and Friday rearrange themselves 
in a Dali-like dreamscape of disasters, 
revelations and Linda’s frantic attempts 
to rewrite the future (or is it the past?). 
Director Mennan Yapo doesa good job 
keeping the incoherence coherent and 
capturing what’s at the root of Linda’s 
grief, and Bullock recalls her performance 
in “Crash” in aconvincing serious turn. 
But the movie fatally falters in its last 
moments, with a happy-sad payoff that 
will leave audiences groaning. (AH) 
PRIDE (PG, 104 minutes) This film fol- 
lows an African-American swim team’s 
bid for medals and self-respect. We are 
in Philadelphia as Jim Ellis (Terrence 
Howard), atalented swimmer himself, 
accepts the only job he can as a black

THE QUEEN (PG-13, 99 minutes) England’s 
constitutional irony is the chilly but enter- 
taining subtext of Stephen Frears’ tragi- 
comedy. The crisis begins in late August 
1997, when Queen Elizabeth II (Helen 
Mirren) learns of Princess Diana’s death. 
Mirren’s finely calibrated performance 
reveals a complex woman coping with 
a bewildering world. (DT) 

REIGN OVER ME (R, 124 minutes) This 
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comedy-drama stars Adam Sandler as 
aman who was widowed Sept. 11, 2001, 
and still hasn’t healed, and itis much bet- 
ter than its main elements would imme- 
diately suggest, thanks largely to Don 
Cheadle in yet another note-perfect per- 
formance. As Alan Johnson —a den- 
tist who feels confined by his gorgeous 
wife (Jada Pinkett Smith) and family — 
Cheadle acts as genial, soft-spoken bal- 
last to Sandler’s Charlie Fineman, who 
has become stuck like a needle on one 
of his vinyl records, in a groove of isolat- 
ed, unhinged denial. Sandler is a reve- 
lation, and even when the guy-bonding 
and 1970s pop nostalgia threaten to over- 
play the sentimentality, the movie resists 
cheesy uplift. (AH) 

SHOOTER (R, 126 minutes) This film, 
based ona novel by Washington Post 
film critic Stephen Hunter, posits Mark 
Wahlberg as sniper Bob Lee Swagger, 
who begins the picture enmeshed ina 
military cock-up in Ethiopia. Three years 
later, nicely retired to the western woods 
with his dog and arustic lodge, Swagger 
is called back into active duty to investi- 
gate the most likely spot for an assassina- 
tion plotagainstthe president. Itturns out 
to bea setup, during which an Ethiopian 
archbishop is assassinated instead ofthe 
president. Why would anybody want to 
assassinate an Ethiopian archbishop? 
Therein lies ourtale. A wounded Swagger 
is tagged as the assassin, and he man- 
ages to survive and triumph despite the 
best efforts of the FBI. It’s a story that 
can betransplanted from genre to genre, 
because we never growtired of it, which 
is to say that it fits snugly into the para- 
noid drift of American movies, and the 
value we place on one honest man with 
a gun. (SCOTT EYMAN) 

STARTER FOR 10 (PG-13, 92 minutes) 
What could have been merely an English 
college student’s romantic coming-of- 
age story — dressed in 1980s gear, as 
kids bob and weave to Tears for Fears — 
uses British class politics of the time as 
alaunching point for sharply observed 
comedy. The shy, working-class lad 
at the center is Brian Jackson (James 
McAvoy), who has a peculiar dream: 
to appear on the general-knowledge, 
college-team quiz show “University 
Challenge.” The program amounts to 
a social divining rod. Its winning teams 
hail from the Oxfords and Cambridges 
rather than Brian’s Bristol University. 
That underlying divide makes for deli- 
cious comedy when Brian’s hometown 
friend Spencer (Dominic Cooper) vis- 
its his mate at Bristol, only to become 
embroiled in a fight with Brian’s prig- 
gish team leader, Patrick (Benedict 
Cumberbatch). (oT) 

TMNT (PG, 90 minutes) This isthe fourth 
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inaseries chronicling the adventures of 
the Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles, who 
live under the streets of New York and 
come out to fight for truth, justice and 
pizza by night, but it’s the first to arrive 
in complete computer- generated imag- 
ery. That’s not bad, that’s good: Seeing 
actual humans in the roles of mutated ter- 
rapins with samurai swords and burglar 
masks was too much ofastretch. It’s afar 
grittier, grungier kind of New York than 
in the previous films, and the detail has 
been worked out to athoroughly impres- 
sive degree. Only on oneissue does the 
movie flop: its plot. Or rather its plots, all 
16. The upshotis that the film is technical- 
ly superb and quite enjoyable. (sH) 

TYLER PERRY’S DADDY’S LITTLE GIRLS 
(PG-13, 95 minutes) This movie, written 
and directed by Tyler Perry, may be strict- 
ly mezzo-mezzo as art, but it’s wonder- 
fulas culture.

WOMEN’S NCAA TOURNAMENT | Every 
woman who has completed her eli- 
gibility at Tennessee and played for 
coach Pat Summitt has been to at 
least one Final Four. 

Now, Summitt is leading a new 
batch of Lady Vols to their 17th 
national semifinal in the 26 years 
of the NCAA tournament. 

Even before women started play- 
ing in the NCAA, Summitt was 
going to Final Fours. Her first was 
in the AIAW in 1977, three years 
into her tenure on Rocky Top. 

Intypical fashion, Summitt attrib- 
uted her long line of success to other 
people — assistant coaches, players 
and university administrators. 

“It’s about surrounding your- 
self with great people and obvi- 
ously having a great staff,” she 
said Wednesday. 

Top-seeded Tennessee will face 
another No. 1 seed, North Carolina, 
in the national semifinals on Sunday 
in Cleveland. LSU and Rutgers will 
face off in the other game. 

The reason the Lady Vols have 
made it to 65 percent of the Final 
Fours since the NCAA tourna- 
ment began in 1982 is pretty clear 
to North Carolina coach Sylvia 


Hatchell.

second straight year. They won the 
national championship in 1994. 

Summitt and Tennessee are 
17-10 in Final Four games with 
six national titles but none since 
1998. 

This is the first Final Four for 
star Candace Parker. She had to sit 
and watch in 2005 when Tennessee 
got there because she was redshirt- 
ing due to a knee injury. The Lady 
Vols lost in the regional finals to 
North Carolina last season. 

A trip to the Final Four is so 
expected at Tennessee that the 
section in this year’s media guide 
on the NCAA tournament reads: 
“A date with the Final Four — We 
mark our calendars.” 

The Lady Vols haven't gone more 
than three seasons between Final 
Four appearances. 

Summitt said she’s been able to 
keep the program strong because 
of the support from her staff and 
the university. 

Her top assistant, former player 
Holly Warlick, has been on Sum- 
mitt’s staff for all six titles. Summitt 
considers her other assistants, Dean 
Lockwood, a former men’s coach, 
and former player Nikki Caldwell, 
good enough to be head coaches 
elsewhere. 

Summitt said the assistants are 
crucial in helping her recruit and 
develop the players. 

Playing the toughest schedule in 
the country every year and then hay- 
ing a huge home-court advantage 
with a large number of fans also has

Collison has stepped

NCAA TOURNAMENT | UCLA fans 
were in mourning last June when 
Jordan Farmar, the Bruins’ out- 
standing point guard, passed up 
his final two years of eligibility to 
turn professional. 

With the emergence of Darren 
Collison, memories of Farmar, 
who’s mostly sitting and watching 
as a rookie with the Los Angeles 
Lakers, have faded. 

“Jordan was very good. Dar- 
ren has some natural athleticism, 
some natural quickness, that allows 
him to do some things for our team 
that we couldn't do last year,” said 


UCLA coach Ben Howland. 
“Because of that, our team has really 
flourished.” 

Collison has been especially 
effective in UCLA’s march to the 
Final Four, averaging 13.8 points 
and doing an exceptional job of 
hawking the opposition’s back- 
court players in four NCAA tour- 
nament games. 

UCLA leads with its defense 
— one of the nation’s best — and 
Collison is a key ingredient in that 
regard. 

He played in all 39 games for the 
Bruins last year, averaging 5.5 points, 
2.3 assists and 0.9 steals. The 6-foot-1 
sophomore from Rancho Cucamon- 
ga averaged 12.8 points, 5.7 assists 
and 2.3 steals this season. 

“Last year, I was providing ener- 
gy off the bench, and I did abso- 
lutely what it took to help the team 
win, in whatever aspect,” Collison 
said. “This year, I have a much big- 
ger responsibility and a much big- 
ger role.” 

Collison and the Bruins reached 
the NCAA championship game last 
spring, losing 73-57 to Florida. The 
teams meet again Saturday in the 
national semifinals.

Breaking It Down 


In this Final Four 
matchup, staying true

NCAA TOURNAMENT | Who’s in 
control? Rarely does a Final Four 
matchup feature two teams that 
are both so talented yet so differ- 
ent.

Mike Conley Jr. often takes the back- 
seat to Ohio State's bigger freshman, 
Greg Oden.

Plus, Con- 
ley is in the top 30 in the country in 
steals, averaging 2.2 per game, and his 
defense is truly his best offense.

On the other end of the floor, the 
Hoyas have athletically gifted for- 
wards such as Summers, Green and 
Patrick Ewing Jr., who comes off the 
bench, who could present mismatch-

height to its advantage.

This game has been billed as the 
battle of the big men, and for good 
reason.

CAPITALS | Beginning Friday night 
in South Florida against the Pan- 
thers, the Washington Capitals have 
five games to accumulate the five 
standings points they need to match 
last season’s 70. 

“We don’t want to take a step 
backwards,” coach Glen Han- 
lon said after Tuesday’s 4-3 loss 
to Pittsburgh, which marked the 


Caps’ 18th defeat in 21 games and 
left their hopes for year-over-year 
improvement in jeopardy. 

Facing that situation, it’s hard to 
ignore the fact that it was the Pen- 
guins who finished below Washing- 
ton in the conference standings last 
term, and, while the Caps’ front office 
faces an offseason during which it 
must improve the squad, Pittsburgh 
has found the formula.

Fight the fear: Go for 
a stroll on the Grand 
Canyon Skywalk 


Few tourist attractions at the Grand 
Canyon have generated as much 
hype as the Skywalk, the mam- 
moth glass-bottomed deck that 
extends 70 feet past the rim of the 
Grand Canyon and offers breath- 
taking views 4,000 feet above the 
canyon floor. 

It’s being touted as nothing less 
than a spiritual experience. David 
Jin, the Las Vegas businessman who 
paid $30 million to build it, goes as 
far as to say that it enables visitors 
“to walk the path of the eagle.” 

When the deck opened for 
journalists earlier this month, I 
arrived early and worked my way 
to the front of the line. Police ush- 
ered me and several others onto 
the carpeted staging area, hand- 
ing each of us paper surgeon's slip- 
pers to cover our shoes and protect 


the glass. 

The Skywalk is like a huge steel 
diving board. Architects embedded 
shock absorbers into the railing to 
dampen the vibration. The result felt 
a little like being on a cruise ship. 

The Skywalk’s builders have 
said repeatedly that the deck is 
extremely durable. It’s essentially 
a huge steel horseshoe, capable of 
withstanding 100 mph winds and 
holding several hundred 200-pound 
people at atime. 

I had no reason to doubt them. 
But out on the edge, my mind was 


racing: I tried to remember whether 
any government regulatory agency 
had checked how well this thing was 
anchored to the cliff. I wondered 
what it would sound like for a mil- 
lion-pound hunk of metal to uproot 
and tumble 4,000 feet.

I wasn't sure I liked this. I’m not 
a tall man, and the glass wall didn’t 
even come up to my shoulder. The 
canyon winds were whipping all 
around me, and it seemed like a 
good swift burst would be enough 
to push me over. 


A few dozen journalists had 
joined me on the Skywalk, and 
nobody else seemed as concerned 
as I was. They perched their chins 
on the glass wall and looked down. 
In front of mea British reporter laid 
on his belly and pressed his face to 


the floor. 

Finally, at the farthest point on 
the Skywalk, I stopped and peered 
through the transparent floor. 

The cliff descended several 
hundred feet before it hit a nar- 
row boulder-strewn shelf. Then 
it was straight down again, past a 
rainbow of strata, a few more chis- 
eled ledges and into a dark crevice 
at the bottom. 

This must be what Wile E. Coy- 
ote sees, I thought, just before grav- 
ity takes hold. 

Far to the left, I could see ripples 
in the Colordo River. To the right 
was the triangular dip in the canyon 
wall that looks like the outstretched 
wings of a bird and gives this place 
its name: Eagle Point. 


I’ve been to the Grand Canyon 
more times than I can count, and 
I’ve never seen it quite like that. 
For me, the Skywalk was a little 
terrifying, but I can also see why a 
lot of people would want to come.

Eco-friendly features 
hook buyers, but 
they’re tough to find 


Although the garden view from the 
Glover Park studio was lovely, that’s 
not why Christian Gillette made a 
beeline for the windows as soon 
as her real estate agent, Michael 
Kiefer, undid the lock. “They're just 
single-pane. I’d need to put in new 
ones,” Gillette said, tapping on the 
thin glass that let in some of the 
unseasonable chill outside. “And I'd 
want to change the lights out with 
compact fluorescents.” 

The outdated kitchen could use 
a makeover — with all energy-effi- 
cient appliances, of course — and 
the walls might look brighter with 
a coat of non-toxic, odorless paint, 


Kiefer noted. The rundown parquet 
floors? “I'd want to put in bamboo,” 
announced Gillette, who works in 
commercial furniture and serves on 
the committee on the environment 
for D.C.’s chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects. 

In order to find the perfect 
first condo, 26-year-old Gillette 
has enlisted Kiefer, who just 
launched Green D.C. Realty 
(greendcrealty.com), a firm dedi- 
cated to the selling and buying of 
environmentally friendly properties. 
But the paucity of listings on his site 
(zero) and the difficulty Gillette has 
faced finding something that meets 
her standards (the Glover Park place 
didn’t cut it — nor have the other 
15 they've seen) reflect how far the 
Washington area has to go in green- 
ing its condo market.

It’s not that nothing is environ- 
mentally friendly, of course. Over 
the past five years, efficient appli- 
ances that qualify for an Energy 
Star rating have become increas- 
ingly popular in new developments, 
green roofs have started sprouting 
to reduce the heat-island effect of 
monster city buildings, and recycled 
materials are among the options for 
buyers pimping out their kitchens, 
bathrooms and floors. 

But without any vocal demand 
from the public for green properties, 
and without a concrete definition 
of what green really is, developers 
have been hesitant to embrace the 
available options. 

Condo hunters may stumble 
upon a place such as 1461 Harvard 
Street in Columbia Heights, which 
architect Jeremy Busse designed to 
harness as much natural light as 
possible with an innovative window 
design, and also boasted Energy 
Star appliances. Buyers snapped up 
most of the units within weeks of 
delivery. But while real estate agent 
Richard Dubeshter says these ele-

ments were selling points, no one 
moved in just to save the planet. 
Michael Marin-Santos-Cohen and 
his wife, Juana, merely liked the 
open layout. “Here, you can feel the 
city outside,” said Marin-Santos- 
Cohen, who’s toying with the idea 
of going more eco-friendly now that 
he knows how effective southern 
exposure is at heating up his liv- 
ing room. “I was on a solar panel 
kick a few weeks ago after seeing 
‘An Inconvenient Truth.” 

Developers, even ones who 
have been wading in environmen- 
tally friendly waters for years, have 
been wary of pushing the green ele- 
ments of their buildings too hard, 
because they didn’t want buyers to 
think their places would be grun- 
gy-looking hippie compounds. That 
may be about to change, however. 
Gail Montplaisir, president of the 
Taurus Enterprise Group, says the 
tipping point has finally come, and 
she’s ready for her projects to revel in 
their planet-protecting powers. 

In April, two model units will 
open for Lofts Eleven, her Logan 
Circle development set for deliv- 
ery later this year. Both will dis- 
play mostly green features, and 
one will totally green it up and be 
advertised as “Eco Chic.” “It'll have 
bamboo cabinets, tiles that can be 
recycled, a flooring system that can 
be refurbished, dual-flush toilets,” 
she says. “This is what we'll be pro- 
viding. If you want something like 
granite, then we'll be charging more 
for that. We’re making a different 
statement with this building.” 

In a city with a seemingly end- 
less supply of luxury condo build- 
ings, developers need to differenti- 
ate themselves, so P.N. Hoffman has 
decided its tack is to present itself as 
the green developer. “If there are 20 
condos out there that are roughly the 
same size and location, most people 
would choose the green ones,” says 
Shawn Seaman, vice president of 
acquisitions and development, who 
adds that all future projects will be 
developed with green building prac- 
tices in mind and with an eye toward 
LEED (Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design) certifica- 
tion from the U.S. Green Building 
Council, which is generally consid- 
ered the gold standard for green. 

P.N. Hoffman’s first foray into 
LEED is The Alta at Thomas Circle, 
which is scheduled to become the 
first condominium building in the 
District to obtain certification. The 
stamp of approval is expected to 


Go Green, 
But Not 
Bankrupt 


Although energy efficiency can 
boost your bottom line, a few 
bucks off the utility bill isn’t going 
to cover the cost of top-of-the-line 
appliances and construction mate- 
rials — unless you're planning on 
waiting for your grandkids to reap 
the benefits. But as green has gone 
more mainstream, it’s become more 
affordable, too. 

Take Energy Star, which has trick- 
led down to the most basic models.

and has enough dough to afford a 
place downtown, to fill an entire 
building would be foolish, howev- 
er. Michelle Giannini, director of 
sales for P.N. Hoffman, estimates 
that only 10 percent of the residents 
sought out the building for its eco- 
friendly features. “But 100 percent 
think it’s a good thing,” she says. Even 
if buyers don’t always listen to their 
inner Al Gores, they can get excited 
about what energy savings mean for 
their pocketbooks. And certain ele- 
ments might have appealed mainly 
to their subconscious. “You don’t get 
that chemical smell walking down 
the hallway,” Giannini notes. 

Still, not all developers are 
certain that touting green is the 
future. Turnberry Tower, the 
uber-luxury development now 
going up in Rosslyn, is expected 
to be the first in Arlington to go 
for LEED. But you wouldn't know 
that by looking at its Web site, 
which skips over any mention of 
anything environmentally aware 
and instead boasts features like a 
24-hour concierge and indoor swim- 
ming pool. 

Arlington has been one of the 
most aggressive counties in the 
region in terms of pushing for green 
building, so several of the current 
and up-and-coming developments 
will have many of the features that 
count toward LEED certification. 
“But potential owners don’t know 


there are these options out there,” 


Edmonston, Md.; 301-985-5180, 
communityforklift.com) opened 
last year under the premise that 
trash can be treasure. So, when 
folks are renovating their homes, 
instead of dumping things in a 
landfill, they can donate them. Then 
antique doorknob shoppers can buy 
them for below retail price. “We're 
Goodwill crossed with Home Depot,” 
explains outreach director Ruthie 
Mundell. There's a similar operation 
in Baltimore called The Loading 
Dock (loadingdock.org), and if 
youre just interested in donating, try 
GreenHOME (greenhome.org). 
One of the most cost-effective 
ways to go eco-friendly is to con- 
vince your condo board that everyone 
should pitch in a bit to make build- 
ing-wide changes, such as switch- 
ing to all fluorescent lightbulbs or 
atankless water heater. If everyone 
chips in, you'll enjoy the benefits of 
green living without spending too

the people we're reaching out to are 
younger and they're a bit more price 
sensitive,” he says. “When we started, 
we had a lot more radical ideas and 
we watered them down.” 

So there’s no solar power or 
attempt at LEED certification for 
Ecco Park, although there will be 
a green roof, eco-finish package 
options and Zip Cars in the garage. 
“The biggest thing is finding a bal- 
ance between how much you spend 
and what benefits you get out if 
it,” Gharai says. “You could build 
walls out of straw bales because 
that’s super insulated, a renewable 
resource, sustainable and produced 
locally. It would also cost you a lot 
and be completely impractical.” 

For Gillette, the first-time condo 
shopper, the only plan that seems 
feasible is to find a place and make 
it over. “In my price bracket, you're 
not going to see green yet,” she says. 
“So, ifI get a place that needs work, 
I can doit in green materials.”

— but one that may pay off for condo 
owners when they decide to sell. Just 
ask Shelley Cohen and Michael 
Gala, who completely gutted their 
two-bedroom apartment near the 
National Cathedral to create an envi- 
ronmental ideal. It helped that Gala, 
an architect, knew about the most 
attractive materials available on the 
market and how to explain these new 
innovations to contractors. 

The kitchen became a show- 
case of energy efficient appliances 
(including a double convection oven), 
cork flooring (a renewable resource), 
concrete counters (instead of gran- 
ite, because “that extraction process 
is damaging to the environment,” 
Cohen notes), a backsplash of recy- 
cled glass tiles and a four-section 
recycling station. 


The floors in the rest of the 
duplex are of bamboo. The walls 
are swathed in all no-VOC paints 
and only water-based sealants were 
used throughout. The two and a half 
baths feature low-flow toilets and 
showers, along with translucent 
glass doors that allow the rooms to 
get light along with privacy. “In the 
end, the costs weren't that much for 
what we got, and we wouldn't have 
changed a thing,” says Cohen. 

But as Cohen and Gala planned 
to expand their family, they upgrad- 
ed to a house — which will get an 
even more elaborate eco-treatment, 
including solar power — and put 
the condo on the market. 

The timing couldn't have been 
better for financial systems analyst 
Henrik Ayvazian and artist Avish 
Khebrehzadeh, who had been house 


hunting for months, but hadn't been 
inspired by anything yet. “When 
we saw this property, we loved 
that they’d used that philosophy,” 
Ayvazian says. “You feel harmony 
in your surroundings. It’s the feel of 
nature,” Khebrehzadeh agrees. 

So, they snapped it up even 
though there was another unit in 
the same building that was bigger 
and going for less. “That one was so 
plain vanilla,” explains Ayvazian, 
while standing in their new home, 
eagerly pointing out cabinets made 
from sustainably managed forests, 
a programmable thermostat and 
energy-efficient lighting fixtures. 

They hadn’t known they were 
seeking a green condo until they 
had to have one. Now that they do, 
it’s hard to imagine going back.

the 230-unit, six-story Pearson 
Square condo development is tak- 
ing shape. One- to three-bedroom 
units priced from the low $300s to 
the mid $700s should start deliv- 
ering this fall. 

Also expected to debut in 
2007: the still-under-construc- 
tion Spectrum on West Broad 
Street. The building will feature 
an earth-friendly “green roof” 
and 189 one- and two-bedroom 
units ($400,000-$850,000) out- 
fitted with equally green bamboo or 
cork floors and 9-foot ceilings. 

These and a clutch of other, 
already occupied new condos, com- 
bined with new restaurants and an 
uptick in commercial projects, are 
helping to turn this small, incorpo- 
rated city known for its top-notch 
schools and village-like feel into a 
far more urbanized place. Sidewalks 
seem more crowded, cafes seem 
more plentiful (and populated) 
and the area has the buzz — and 
the buzz-saw noise — of a neigh- 
borhood on its way up. 

“Tt’s getting younger and hipper,” 
says Tom Carter, who rehabbed and 
reopened the State Theatre (see 
box, this page) in 1998. The circa- 
1936 structure, a longtime movie 
house, now operates as a concert 
venue, hosting everyone from Don 
“American Pie” McLean to up-and- 
comers Of Montreal. “It used to be 
a quiet community. But when you 
build condos, they attract young 
professionals, people 25 to maybe 
50,” he says. “And they need places 
to go and things to do.” 

Abutted by Arlington County 
to the east and surrounded on all 
other sides by Fairfax County, Falls 
Church City lies just six miles west 
of the District. One of the United 
States’ smallest independent cities, 
the municipality measures just 2.2 
square miles, most of them close to 
Broad Street, the town’s main drag 
(perhaps better known as Route 7 
or Leesburg Pike). 

Falls Church City separated 
from Fairfax County in 1948, when 
civic leaders decided they wanted 
to create a stellar school system. 
Properties in neighboring Fairfax 
County communities (like Pimmit 
Hills near Tysons Corner and Sleepy 
Hollow near Bailey’s Crossroads) 
also bear a Falls Church mailing 
address. But due to those good 
schools, the most prestigious (and 
often, expensive) addresses remain 
in the city itself.

On a recent evening at Falls 
Church City’s State Theatre (220 
N. Washington St.; 703-237- 
0300; thestatetheatre.com), 
Aterciopelados, a Colombian rock 
band, is noisily warming up for 
its gig in the spacious, two-story 
auditorium where Jimmy Stewart 
Westerns and Hitchcock thrillers 
once rolled across the screen. 

A concert venue since 1998, the 
rehabbed movie palace looks much 
as it did when it opened in 1936.

Owner Tom Carter and his crews 
painstakingly restored the deco 
landmark, recasting zigzag plas- 
ter trim, reupholstering wooden 
chairs in the balcony and having a 
replica fabricated of the original 
neon-lit marquee. 


Carter rebuilt it, but when the 
State first reopened, some naysay- 
ers thought the audiences wouldn't 
come. “I had trouble convincing peo- 
ple this was the right thing to do,” 
he says. Carter started out booking 
blues acts, then jam bands, and now,

“People want to buy in this area 
because it’s got a community feeling 
that’s very old-school and family- 
friendly,” says Diana Bagay, a real 
estate agent with the McLean, Va., 
office of McEnearney Associates, 
who often sells properties in Falls 
Church. “There’s a farmers’ market 
and activities on New Year’s Eve, 
things that are very important, 
especially to young families.” 


And in a region where single 
family homes often run $500,000 
and up, condos provide a more 
affordable alternative. “In the past, 
price could really be prohibitive for 
young buyers,” says Judy White, a 
vice president with Weichert 
Realtors corporate headquarters. 
She herself recently purchased a 
one-bedroom unit at the Byron, 
a luxe building on Broad Street. 


“Bringing these condo properties 
inis definitely making Falls Church 
more diverse.” 

New residents who buy at devel- 
opments like the Spectrum and the 
Byron, a 90-unit property where 
remaining apartments range from 
a $469,999 one-bedroom to a spa- 
cious penthouse for $1.2 million, 
will find themselves in the midst 
of an almost Norman Rockwellian,

musicians as diverse as the maria- 
chi-meets-rock Aterciopelados and 
1980s stalwarts the Psychedelic 
Furs pack ‘em in multiple nights a 
week. “We've even had people fly 
in from Europe for shows,” he says. 
Judging from the crowds showing 
up for the recent Aterciopelados 
set, they're coming from around 
the metro area, too. 

The State isn’t the only place 
in Falls Church pulsing with live 
music. Tuesday through Saturday 
nights, Celtic drummers and Green 
Isle folk bands take the stage at 
pubby, often-packed Ireland’s Four 
Provinces (105. W Broad St.; '703- 
534-8999; irishusa.com). And the 
pad thai and crispy spring rolls at 
Bangkok Blues (926 W. Broad St.; 
703-534-0095; bangkokbluesresta 
urant.com) come with nightly sides 
of rock, jazz and, yep, blues. u.s. 


walkable downtown. Retro busi- 
nesses abound, including Brown’s 
Hardware (100 W. Broad St.; 703- 
532-1168), which has been in the 
tools and nails trade since 1883. 
There’s also a farmers’ market 
held each Saturday on the grounds 
of City Hall (Little Falls Street and 
Park Avenue). It draws families 
with strollers and young singles 
to its stalls selling fresh bread, 
Virginia buffalo steaks and heir- 
loom tomatoes. On the way in and

out of the market, locals often stop 
at the adjacent Cherry Hill Park, a 
bucolic greenspace dominated by 
an 1845 wooden farmhouse (312 
Park Ave.; 703-248-5171) that is 
open for tours Mon.-Thurs. 10 
a.m.-3 p.m. 

Indie retailers and restaurants 
dominate Falls Church’s major 
thoroughfares, West Broad and 
North Washington streets, add- 
ing to the small-town vibe. Locals 
with laptops and toddlers in tow 
camp out at Stacy’s Coffee Parlor 
(709 W. Broad St.; 703-538-6266), 
where shabby chic sofas and local 


artwork set the scene for a menu of 
Moxley’s ice cream and high-volt- 
age cuppas. Anthony's Restaurant 
(309 W. Broad St.; 703-532-0100), 
a 25-year-old Greek-American 
diner, attracts fans with its souv- 
laki and omelets. 

“I love getting up and walk- 
ing up to Anthony’s for breakfast,” 
says Jim Saulsbury, 60, who, with 
his wife, Diane Bruner, recently 
bought and moved into a two-bed- 
room unit at the Byron. “There are 
so many restaurants like that we 
can walk to.” 

Other dining options in the 
neighborhood range from Italian 
hangout Argia’s (124. N. Washington 
St.; 703-534-1033), where dolce 
vita vino and good fried cala- 
mari are served in a room with a 
Renaissance-style wall mural or at 
a convivial bar, to the new Clare 
and Don’s Beach Shack (130 N. 
Washington St.; 703-532-9283). 
The latter dishes up burgers, 
fried fish and an “are-we-in-Key 
West?” atmosphere (buoys and 
shells as decoration, a breezy out- 


door patio). 

Quirky shops, many specializing 
in second-hand merch (see sidebar, 
page E18), also line the streets.

mid 20th-century storefronts 
and brick colonials, for better or 
worse. 

“If you drive down Route 7, it 
looks so different already. Where 
there was empty space and a con- 
demned gas station, now you see 
buildings going up,” says Nicholas 
F. Benton, editor of the feisty Falls 
Church News-Press, which dis- 
seminates political editorials and 
civic news along with listings of area 
art shows and blurbs on Lions Club 
activities. “These condo develop- 
ments are creating a much bigger 
basis for our economy, more people 
to eat in our restaurants,” he says. 
“But it’s not being done in a rough- 
shod way. I don’t think Tysonization 
is going to happen here.” 

It helps that Falls Church gov- 
ernment seems to be practicing 
restraint, taking its time approv- 
ing new projects, like Atlantic 
Realty Companies’ proposed City 
Center development, which will 
bring new condos, a Harris Teeter 
grocery store, and other retail and

office space to a five-acre plot cur- 
rently occupied by a Bowl America 
on South Maple Avenue. 

“We're witnessing a huge change 
in Falls Church,” says Adam Roth, 
co-owner of Argia’s. “On one hand, 
you still see little cottages with busi- 
nesses like palm readers or tattoo 
parlors. But we're also seeing new 


condo and retail developments 
that better utilize space. It’s good 
for business, but I’m afraid the traf- 
fic is going to get worse.” 

The roads around here are 
packed for good reason: Falls 
Church, located close to the Beltway, 
Route 66 and two Metro stations,

more appealing? 

One of real estate’s unwritten 
rules is this: If you can buy a park- 
ing space with your home, do it. A 
parking space, real estate agents 
say, will increase the resale value 
of your property. 

“Even if you don’t need it, you can 
rent it out,” said Phyllis Papkin, an 
agent with Re/Max Allegiance in 
Fairfax County. 

That conventional wisdom, how- 
ever, does not always hold true. All 
real estate is local, maybe more so 
when youre talking about parking 
spaces. A spot in densely populated 
Dupont Circle could cost you more 
than one in less dense Southwest 
Washington. 

When Amy Mack, 32, atelevision 
documentary filmmaker, bought a 
one-bedroom unit in the Park Place 
Condos in Southwest Washington 
two years ago, she spent an extra 
$30,000 for an indoor parking 
space. The space bumped up the 
price to $323,000. 

Now that she has moved to San

Francisco, she would like to get rid 
of her D.C. property. More than one 
person has expressed interest in the 
condo. But to her surprise, no one 
wants both the unit and the park- 
ing space.

at the Solo Piazza in Logan Circle 
last June. They had plenty of offers 
for the condo but none for both. 
Goodloe said he was baffled. 

So Goodloe listed the parking 
space separately. He was allowed 
to do so because it had a separate 
deed. Most buildings require own- 
ers to sell their units and spaces in 
tandem. Because of security con- 
cerns, many also forbid owners from 
selling their spots to people who do 
not live in the building. Goodloe’s 
clients could sell their spot only to a 
resident of their building. Still, they 
got $48,000. Their asking price had 
been $35,000. 

Mack said she, too, was fortunate 
to have bought a parking space with 
a separate deed. She has decided 
to try to sell the unit for $328,000 
and has placed a separate ad for the 
parking space on Craigslist, asking 
$25,000 for the space. 

When it comes to the effect of 
parking availability on resale val- 
ues, “it’s a double-edged sword,” said 
Andy Greenspan of Long & Foster

in Bethesda. “Ifsomeone can afford 
it and is willing to pay a premium 
on top of the cost of the unit itself 
and it fits in their budget, they can 
have parking as long as they need it.” 


The average price for parking 
spaces increased about 25 percent 


per year between 2003 and 2005, 
according to Delta Associates, 
an Alexandria-based real estate 
research firm. Since then, the price 
has stalled but not dropped. 

“It’s quite the opposite of what's 
been going on with condos,” Horsley 
said. “With condos, prices have gone 


down. Not with parking spaces.” 
The average price per space in 
a parking garage in the District is 
$35,000, according to Delta. In the 
suburbs, the average garage spot is 
cheaper but still pricey: $30,000 
in Alexandria and $12,000 in the 
North Bethesda/Rockville area. 


(Many buildings in suburbs where 
land is more available include park- 
ing in their prices, agents say.) 

Real estate agents say they have 
clients who won't even consider a 
condo unless it has a parking space. 
For others, it’s not a deal-breaker. 

Barbara Worth, 53, an event 
planner, was looking to downsize 
from her rowhouse in Petworth 
to acondo in a more central loca- 
tion. She wanted two bedrooms 
and a parking spot for less than 
$500,000. She looked at more 
than a dozen lofts. 

One of the first units she saw 
was at the Matrix building in Logan 
Circle. She found a corner one-bed- 
room with a roof deck for $494,900. 
She was willing to forgo the second 
bedroom. But the lack of parking 
was a bigger issue because she some- 
times works nights. 

She was going to pass on it 
until the developer offered two 
years of free parking at a nearby 
garage. “Parking is what sealed 
the deal for me, basically,” she said.
